£2 Ós. ld. For Belfast the corresponding 
amount for the current year was £1 Os.

7d. per head which, 
calculated on the basis of population, is 
equivalent to an aggregate of over a quarter 
of a million pounds. The conselidated rate 
te meet expenditure for the year ending 
March 31, 1929, was only 10s. 10d. in the £,

COMMISSIONER SEEKING 
EXTENDED POWERS. 


In accordance with statutory regulations 
Mr. J. Meghan, the Commissioner acting for 
the Héwth Urban Council, has given public 
notice that he intended to apply to the 
Minister for Local Government and Public 
Health for an Order extending to the Howth 
Urhan District Patts Th. Hi. Vi and X. 
of the Public Health Acts (Amendment Act) 
1807. The powers contained in the part« of 
the Act citéd have reference to the provision 
of new streets and buildings, sanitary accom- 
modation, the provision of recreation grounds 
aud public parks, and miscellaneous matter, 
ender which is included the provision of 
bathing places. 

The Ratepayers’ Association is clamouring 
to have the district improved, and the idea 
is that when the Commissioner obtains the 
Order extending the powérs of the Council 
to the matters mentioned he will then apply 
for a loan tó enable improvement schemes to 
be undertaken. Certain specific schemes are 
definitely in view—for instance, the develop- 
mént as a bathing place of the Claremont 
Strand, and a preposal to secure land some- 
me ag in the district to provide a paitic 
park. 

The Tower Field has been suggested as 
a suitable site for a park, and negotiations 
have been in progress with this object. 
Nothing has yet been decided, as there are, 
it zeems, some points at law at issue which 
have to he settled. The laying-out of new 
streets and buildings is under gonsideration.

EVIDENCE AT INQUEST ON 
EX-SOLDIER. '' 


Dr. James Brennen, Coroner for South 
County Dublin, héld an inquést yesterday 
afternoon at the Royal City of Dublin Hos- 

ital, Baggot stréet, Dublin, on Walter 
teorge Cox (34), married, an ex-seldier, who 
resided at 52 Newmarkét, Dublin, and who 
was killed the previous aftérnoon by a train 
at a point between Sandymount avenue and 
Serpentine avenue. 

Mrs. Elizabeth Cox, 52 Newmarket, widow, 
said thet her husband left hor » at 8 o'clock 
in his usual health. She nést saw him at 
1.10, when he came to dinner, and he ap- 
pearéd to be all right. He left for werk at 
1.50. He then came back at ten minutes to 
3 o’elock and complained that he was not 
well, that there was something wrong with 
his head and stomach. He lay en a sofa in 
the kitchen and vomited. He then fell 
asleep, but shortly afterwards called for the 
little girl, Maureen, his daughter. He then 
asked for his hat and coat, and she asked 
where he was going, and he replied: “ Back 
to work,”’ He then léft, and she did not 
see him alive again. 

WAR WOUNDS. 
She never noticed ahything mentally wrong 
with him, and hé néyér threatened to take 
his life. He served through the Great War, 
and was wounded in the spine. He also had 
three pieces of shrapnel in his head. He 
often had pains in the head, and frequently 
vomited. He had no pension. 

To the Coroner—He served in the Engineer- 
ing Cerps of the British Army, and spent 
three months in hospital during the war. 
He never applied for a pension, and was not 
in receipt “i any treatment. ' 
Frank Hurst, 17 Serpentine terrace, said 
that between 7 and 8 p.m. the previous day 
he was in his garden, and saw a man cross- 
ing the front of the garden. Witness went 
towatds him, and the mati crossed out of the 
arden and into the cricket field adjoining. 
Vitness told him that he had no right to 
come in there, and the man looked at him 
and went towards Sandymount avenue. Wit- 
ness watched him going towards the railway. 
Witness then turned towards the gardén, and 
he met some boys, who told him that the 
man had tried to throw himself under a 
motor car. Witness then went through the 
field and saw the man go through the hedge 
leading to the railway line. The man stood 
on the hedge, and the train going towards 
Bray came along. . The man propelled him- 
self towards the engine, and witness could 
see no more then; but he went towards the 
line and saw the body of a man. He com- 
municated with the Guards. 
Answering a juryman, the witness said 
that the man was not intoxicated, but ap- 
peared to have been acting in a determined 
manner. 

MOTORIST'S EVIDENCE. 
John Flett. 140 Tritonville road, said that 
n the previous afternoon, when motoring 
along Waterloo road with his father, a man 
threw himself in front of the car. Witness 
swerved, and escapéd him by inches. He 
identified the man as thé deceased. — 
John Hiney, the driver of the train, raid 
that he noticed nothing until he was informed 
of the occurtence. He examined the engine 
and noticed no tracés of blood on it. If the 
went over the man he would have 
none. 
Answering the Coroner, he said that if a 
carriage went over the man witness would 
not feel anv bump. 
Leo Walsh, fireman on the train, corro- 
borated. 
Inspector Cuddihy said that he examined 
the place where the man was found, and saw 
traces of blood for a distance of about sixty 
yards. 
Doctor Landy, louse surgeon, described 
ihe injuries. and said that death was due to 
shock and laceration of the brain. 

THE VERDICT. 

The jury returned a verdict in accordance 
with the medical evidence, and expressed the 
opinion that the deceased man when run over 
hy the ‘train was. suffering from temporary 
insanity, consequent upon wounds received in 
the Great War. They recommended his 
widow to the consideration of the British 
Government and exonerated the driver of the 
engine from blame. They expressed 
sympethy with the relatives of the deceased 
man.

IRUNAWAY RAILWAY 


“ WAGGONS. 


SERIOUS ACCIDENT 
NEAR DALKEY. 


An extraordinary railway accident occurred 
early yesterday morning near Dalkey, County 
Wublin At about five o clock residents in 
the neighbourhood of Barnhill road railway 
bridge were startled by a tremendous noise 
of crashing and tearing. On the railway 
line, about a hundred yards from the bridge, 
a disconnected train of waggons had 
dashed into the siding stop-block. Six 
Wwaggons and the guard’s van were smashed 
into matchwoed, but no one was hurt, 

The train was the early goods train from 
Dublin to Wexford, which left the North 
Wall at 3.35 a.m. It consisted of an engine, 
26 heavily laden waggons, and a guards 
van. On arriving at Dalkey at 4.35 a.m. the 
engine-driver was directed to take up 4 
waggon from the siding there. He took his 
etre with two waggons into the siding, 
pie ed up the waggon, and came back to the 
vehicles, which were stationary ou the 
main line. The two parts of the train were 
connectéd, and at a signal from the guard 
the engine was started for Wexford. 

A DISCONNECTED COUPLING. 

Immediately afterwards the chain coupling 
between the third and fourth waggons became 
disconnected, and the 25 vehicles at the rear 
of the train began to roll down the ineline 
tewards Sandycove. 

The guard, Wm. Wiggins, 4 Grand Canal 
street, Dublin, recognising the danger, jumped 
from his van to the railway bank, and 
sustainéd no injury. ‘The 25 waggons, which 
were loaded with steel and iron, and barrels 
of oil and of tar, ran past him, gathering 


speed with every turn of the wheels. They 
had gone about a quarter of a mile, when 
‘catch points,” about 100 yards d the 


Barnhill road bridge, deflected the back 
wheels of tha guard's van, which was at the 
head of the runaway waggons, and threw it 
into a short ey 

WAGGONS WRECKED. 

Into the stop-block the waggéns crashe 
with a déaféning noise. Six of them an 
the guard’s van were smashed inte a mags 
of broken frame work and flung inte a heap 
on the bank or strewn over the line. Two 


very heavily built open waggons 
were thrown up on end, and ¢ | 
close together, supporting each other. 


Barrels of oil and tar wére flung about in 4)! 
directions, but only one of them, a barrel of 
tar, broke and spilled its contents. The other 
18 wagons remained standing on the rails of 
the main line before the catch points, and 
were not much damaged. 

Mr. Burke, stationmaster at Dalkey, was 
soon on the scene, and a break-down gang 
was summoned from Dublin. By 1.30 p.m 
the down line was cleared of all the débris, 
and the company’s service was in full run 
ning order. There had, indeed, been no 
actual interruption of traffic, as the up-line 
was always clear. 

The engine-driver of the goods train, John 
Kavanagh, 12 Albert place, Grand Canal 
street, Dublin, was able to pick up the 18 
wagons that remained on the rails and take 
on his train to Wexford four hours after 
the accident had occurred.

PROSECUTION FAILS. 

A charge against Mr. Donald Campbell 
Grant, a director of the Royal Restaurant, 
Glasgow, and the Grand Central Hotel, 
Belfast, of attempting to intimidate Mr. J. 
Raeside Auld, a Lanarkshire licensing magis- 
trate, in the discharge of his official duties, 
was dismissed at the Glasgow Sheriff Court 
yesterday. 

Mr. Auld, it was stated, voted against the 

renewal of a licence of Bishopriggs, where- 
upon Mr. Grent wrote to Messrs. Bryant 
and May, Mr. Auld’s employers, saying in 
effect that so leng as Mr. Auld retained his 
present political position hig firm would not 
tpg any further business with Bryant and 
May. ; : 
Sheriff Bartholomew, in finding Mr. Grant 
not guilty, said: “I am satisfied. from 
authorities quoted, that a Licensing Court 1s 
not properly a Court, but an administrative 
body, and that Mr. Auld is, therefore, not 
a judge.” He added that, apart from the 
preliminary quéstidn, the charge had been 
found proven. He thought that the letter, as 
a whele, bore a charge of unfair and unjust 
action against Mr. Auld in his capacity as 
a member of the Licensing Court, and also 
indicated that there was an intention to 
damage Mr. Auld in the eyes of his em- 
plovers. 

Mr. Grant, in the witness-box, repudiated 
the suggestion that it was his intention to 
charge Mr. Auld with breach of public duty, 
or oppression, or with anything in the nature 
of dishonesty. He did not write the letter 
from mischievous or vengeful motives, and 
he considered that he was privileged in 
gending a communication which was private 
and confidential.

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EMPLOYERS’ LIABILITY. 

In insurance prosecutions by the Northern 
Ministry of Labour, at Strabane, Mr. Thomas 
R. Hennessy, inspector, said that in this 
particular area it was the custom, he under- 
stood, to employ people from the Free State, 
and they thought, because these people were 
resident in the Free State, that they should 
not have to pay insurance contributions. He 
would like it to be understood that contribu- 
tions must be paid in respect of people 
employed in Northern Ireland, whether they 
resided in the Free State or not. Employers 
in that area seemed to think that be- 
cause men came from the Free State to 
Northern Ireland to work, and then returned 
to the Free State, no insurance contributions 
should be paid in respéct of them. 

Captain Gosselin, R.M., Chairman, said 
that employers should realise that, even under 
those circumstances, the insurance cards 
should be stamped, seeing that the men were 
employed in Northern Ireland.

The officers of the Supernumerary Minis- 
ters and Ministers’ Widows’ Fund presented 
the report of their department. Last year's 
income from circuits was the highest on 
record, the increase in ten years being about 
£2,000. The recent Sonference increased tha 
allowances to each supernumerary minister 
£10 per annum and to each minister's widow 


£6 per annum. These increases involve the 
fund in ‘-c.eased expenditure of £700 per 
annum.

The Rhineland. 


After several years of fruitless discus- 
sion the problem of the Allied occupation 
of the Rhineland gives promise at last of 
settlement. During the past week Herr 
Miller, the German Chancellor, has held 
a series of conversations at Geneva with 
the representatives of the principal Allied 
Powers, and on Monday an agreement was 
reached which contains at least the germs 
of a solution. It consists of three parts. 
The first provides for the opening of 
formal negotiations with a view toan early 
evacuation of the occupied territories ; the 
second affirms the necessity for a final 
settlement of the reparations issue, and 
the third makes provision for the estab- 
lishmemt of a “ Commission of Verification 
and Conciliation,’’ to ‘operate in - the 
Rhenish provinces after the withdrawal 
of the Allied troups. It is true that this 
formula is rather vague; but, at any rate, 
it contains an agreement in principle, and 
lays the foundations for a bargain over 
the Rhineland. Herr Miller went to Geneva 
in order to secure immediate evacuation 
without any conditions. M. Briand went 
there equally determined to refuse any 
concessions, and Germany's “ die-hards ’’ 
are not at all satisfied with the Chan- 
cellor. They allege that he has yielded 
on an important point of principle, 
inasmuch as he has admitted tacitly that 
a compromise may be possible. M. Briand 
is blamed in France because he did 
not refuse even to discuss the matter of 
evacuation. The fact that the extremists 
of both countries dislike the agreement 
is the best argument that can be adduced 
in its favour. 

The most important part of the agree- 
ment is the clause which provides for the 
establishment of a financial commission 
of six to consider the question of 
Germany’s total liability. At present this 
sum is unknown. The Germans are 
required to pay an annual instalment of 
£120,000,000 without any guarantee that 
the period of their indebtedness ever will 
cease. The duty of the new commission 
will be to put a final figure to the German 
debt, but it will be required also to 
investigate the possibilities of the bargain 
which M. Briand. desires to make. Next 
year the French Government must. pay 
£80,000,000 to the United States. In order 
to raise this sum, and also to raise money 
for other purposes, it is prepared to offer 
certain concessions in respect of the 
Rhineland on condition that the German 
Government consents to mobilise about 
£200,000,000 worth of Dawes Railway 
Bonds, of which, under the reparations 


agreement, France would obtain 652 
per cent. Germany could not raise 
such a large loan without the <¢o- 


operation of American capital; and, even 
if the Americans should be willing 
to come to the rescue again, the loan 
would be floated at a very heavy discount. 
France, however, needs the money badly, 
and if Germany, with the consent of the 
Agent-General for Reparations, is willing 
to accommodate her, M. Briand probably 
will offer some substantial concession—but.

History and Censorship. 


M. Maurice Rostand has written a 
play which is a gross libel on a British 
sovereign and, indeed, on the British 
nation. It was produced this week at 
the Porte St. Martin Theatre under the 
title of “ Napoleon IV.” Old people will 
remember the tragic fate of the Prince 
Imperial, son of Napoleon III. and the 
Empress Eugénie, who, after the crash of 
house’s fortunes, came, with 
mother, to England. The Prince went 
through the Royal Military Academy at 
Woolwich, and joined the British forces 
in Zululand as an unofficial aide-de-camp. 
During the advance to Ulundi he rode 
forward with a Lieutenant Carey and a 
few Mounted Rifles. A halt was made for 
the watering of horses; but no sentries 
were posted, and the party was surprised 
by a large force of Zulus. The Prince 
was surrounded and fell, fighting bravely ;

The reception of 
the play, which implicates not only Queen 
Victoria, but her Ministers and soldiers, 
in this horrid ~perfidy, illustrates the 
analytical character of the French mind. 
All the critics distinguish clearly between 
the play’s merits as a stage production 
and as a version of history. Dramatically, 
they agree, it is a good play; but the 
newspapers are virtually unanimous in 
their condemnation of its libel on England. 
The Quotidien, an organ of the “Left,” 
describes the invented plot as ‘ 
on a friendly nation.” M. Rostand takes the 
familiarly impenitent attitude of authors 
whose licence has disgusted public 
opinion. He talks about his right to re- 
shape history as he pleases, in the sacred

He has no fear of any complaint by the

be expected: The critic’s task, as he seeks 
for stories which he can recommend with 


telling is dying or that the world’s store 
of possible tales is near to exhaustion. 
The tricks of the novelist’s craft have 
grown familiar. When the reader sits 
down to one of those mystery tales which 
are the favourite fare of the time he 
takes into account not merely the circum- 
stances of the imaginary characters, but 
the novelist’s need to bring about surprises. 
“ By all the rules of human nature and 
probability,’’ he says, ‘‘the ne’er-do-well 
and former convict did the murder; but 
this writer never would be satisfied with 
a criminal less obvious than the kindly 
old clergyman or the squire’s comic aunt.’’ 
When the reader takes up a mystery story 
of Victorian days he marvels at the 
simplicity of persons who laboured through 
three volumes in pursuit of so obvious a 
villain. It is not surprising to learn that 
fiction is losing popularity. Works of 
travel, on the other hand, grow in popular 
favour—probably because the new means of 
cheap travel have excited a larger interest 
in foreign lands. Historical works grow 
more numerous. This age has seen history 
re-made and has become curious about 
the world that was. Most remarkable of 
all, however, in modern publishing is the 
large output of biographies. In the 
present year biographies of Dr. Johnson, 
Wellington, Montrose and Moses have 
appeared, and others are promised. '' Let 
us now praise famous men,’ said the 
preacher of old: the modern biographer 
commonly says, “ Let us expose them.”’ 


MAN WHO WON FAME AT 
GALLIPOLI. 


RETIREMENT OF GENERAL SIR 
C. C. MONRO. 


Last night’s London Gazette announces 
that General Sir C. C. Monro, Bart., 
G.C.S.1., G.C.M.G., having attained the age 
for compulsory retirement, retires on retired 
pay, dated September 18th. 
Sir Charles Monro, who was born in 1860, 
has a brilliant record of military service, his 
career being crowned by his appointment as 
Governor of Gibraltar in 1925, an office 
which he has just relinquished. During the 
Great War his name became famous in con- 
P nection with the safe withdrawal of the 
British Forces from Gallipoli. Subsequently 
Sir Charles commanded the First Army in 
France from 1916. He was Commander-in- 
Chief in India, and in 1921 he was appointed 
Bath King of Arms, and in the same year 
was created a Baronet. Lady Monro is a 
daughter of the first Lord O’Hagan, a former 
Lord Chancellor of Ireland.

REPLY TO HEADMASTER OF 
HARROW. 

Viscount Folkestone, in opening the ex- 

tension to the Harvev Grammar School, 


Folkestone, yesterday, referred to recent com- 
ments by Dr. Cyril Norwood, Headmaster 
of Harrow. on the examination system. “I 
read recently that the headmaster of my old 
school. had heen letting fly on the subject 
of examinatious,.”” he said.

The system was so thorough and so universal, 
he said, that the ‘‘ victim” might never be 
out of the shadow of an examination from 
the age of eleven to twenty-three, or even 
later. He believed. though the time was not 
vet. that the right course would he to 
abolish all external examinations for the 
average boy or girl, though retaining the 
examination as the avenue to the universities

A VOTERS’ CENSUS, 


69 FLEET STREET, LONDov, 


Tvespay NIGHT. 


Sir William Joynson-Hicks, as Home 
Secretary, has decided upon a census of 
the adult population of Great Britain 


before the year closes as the first move 
in preparation for the general election. 
It is said that he has written to all 
registration officers, pointing out that the 
practice in some districts has been to 
prepare the list of electors from informa. 
tion supplied verbally to canvassers or to 
others, subject to such verification as was 
possible from official records. Now that 
there are to be such huge additions to the 
electorate, it has been thought desirable 
to secure more accurate details, and occu 
piers of property will be called upon to 
fill up a form which must be verified by 
a statement signed by the responsible 
person. The census of voters—for such 
it will be—is to be made about the middle 
of November. An unofficial estimate of 
the number of forms required is six 
millions. Women will not be required to 
give their age, but will have to stato 
simply whether they are over twenty-one 
or not. The filling up of the forms wil] 
be compulsory under penalty. 


A Liberal Move. 


In view of the decision of the Home 
Secretary it is interesting to note that the 
Liberal Party has decided upon a house. 
to-house visitation of the electors with a 
view to ascertaining who are Liberals, and 
with the object of getting those who are 
to place their names on the register. The 
undertaking is a great one; but, if 
possible, it is to be carried out. 


Mr. Baldwin. 


Mr. Baldwin, it was stated to-day, will 
be back in London on Sunday night, ani 
will remain here until next Wednesday, 
when he leaves for the Conservative Con- 
ference at Yarmouth. Monday and Tuesday 
will be devoted to a series of conferences 


with members of the Government, in- 
cluding Lord Birkenhead. It is said that 
the latter adheres to his intention of 
retirement from the India Office, and that 


he has been offered a very large: salary 
to undertake new work, the amount being 
much more than double the salary wh 
he receives as a Cabinet Minister. It is 
still uncertain whether Mr. Baldwin will 
call a meeting of the Cabinet before he 
goes to Yarmouth. 


The Trade Outlook. 


A gradual, but steady, improvement in 
trade conditions is uow generally ex. 
pected, and it is hoped that there will be 
a marked improvement in employment 
conditions during the next few weeks 
Works in preparation should absorb man) 
thousands of labourers, particularly when 
the national electrification schéme is con- 
sidered. Emigration is to be speeded up 
as much as possible, and it is thought 
that the situation of the unfortunate 
miners in the Durham and South Wales 
districts will be relieved by the gradual 
absorption of men into work through these 


channels. ‘The Ministry of Labour is 
determined that the most. strenuots 
efforts shall be made all through the 


winter to ease the situation by promoting 
employment. and regards future prospects 
with much optimism. 


Church and State. 


The Bishop of London announces that 
the first Sacred Synod held in London 
since the Reformation will take place 
shortly, when relations between the Church 
and State will be discussed. The Bisho} 
says that he will report the decisions o! 


' the bishops taken at the meetings about to 


be held at Lambeth Palace, and will ask 
the Synod to pledge itself to carry them 
out. He hopes that these decisions will 
include the appointment of a commission 
to. consider relations between the Church 
and State with that of a commission of 
theologians to consider: the question oí 
reservation and its implications, and to 
approve of such modifications as may bs 
agreed upon by the bishops. These varia- 
tions are not to include alteration in the 
Communion Service until the commission 
of theologians has reported. 


Lord Durham. 


Lord Durham was the grandson of the 
first Earl of Durham, who unconscious! 
rendered a considerable service to the 
Irish Free State: for he was the man who 
framed the famous Constitution for 
Canada which put an end to its. internal 
troubles and set the Dominion on its way 
to becoming a great nation. This Con- 
stitution was greatly followed when the 
Irish Free State came into being. The 
Lambtons have been Liberals generally, 
and the late Earl started life as a Liberal, 
left the party on the Home Rule question, 
but returned to it in 1900, finally becom- 
ing a Conservative again in 1923. [lis 
appearances in the House of Lords were 
but few, and confined to those occasions 
when matters concerning the Turf or the 
mining industry were under discussion. 


The Florida Hurricane.

GREAT LOSS OF LIFE. 
News of the loss of life and property 
caused by the hurricane in its five-day 


is still incomplete, but such news as is 
filtering in to New York tends to support 
the estimates, which made an appallingly 
large death-roll. The known dead in Porto 
Rico are 300, but it has not changed the 
authorities’ estimate that a thousand 
people have been killed there. 


IN FLORIDA. 

Florida has suffered worse than was at 
first reported, but accurate news from the 
ravaged region is still wanting. As well 
as can be ascertained from the conflicting 
accounts there are 38 dead there—24. in 
the Lake Okeechobee region and 14 in and 
around West Palm Beach. 

Hardly a building in West Palm Beach 
and the neighbouring hamlets escaped 
damage, and 140 persons there were in 
jured severely enough to require medical 
attention. 

The greatest number of deaths around 
Lake Okeechobee were at Belleglade, 
where a high wind carried the waters of 
the Lake into the town. 

One witness of the disaster there told 
of watching the first phase of the storm 
from an hotel, which later collapsed, and 
then, with 20 other persons, being carried 
out into the Lake in a wooden house that 
was swept from its foundations.

HOCKEY CRISIS.

IRELAND MAY LEAVE THE 
INTERNATIONAL BOARD. 


From A Specrat. CORRESPONDENT. 
It has been an open secret for some 


little time that all was not “ peace and 
order’’ on the International Hockey 
Board. 


What the outcome of this may be is not 
easy to forecast at the moment, but, with 
any consistency, it looks as if Scottish. 
Welsh and Irish delegates would feel 
obliged to resign their membership of the 
Board. 

Having regard to the growth and spread 
of the game and the age and constitution 
of the Board, it was only to be expected 
that the question of revision would force 
itself into prominence sooner or later. 

Originally formed as an Internationa] 
Rules Board, a reorganisation. took place 
in or. about 1907 with somewhat loosely 
drafted rules, and the Board as it now 
éxists was formed. 

Something like two years ago Scotland, 
Wales and Ireland put forward joint pro- 
posals to bring the body up to date, the 
main features of their proposals being— 
amended representation, England three 
geats, instead of four, and the other coun- 
tries two each; increase of power, to 
enable the Board to make changes in 
rules, and a yearly election of the chair- 
man from amongst the delegates. 

At present both chairman and secretary 
are “ appointed ” by the English Hockey 
Association from their four members. 

Reasonable enough proposals they 
would seem, and indeed perhaps the one 
thing most noticeable in the whole affair 
is the eminently reasonable attitude of 
They brought up 
their proposals at the Board, not once but 
twice. with a twelve-month interval ; had 
them ruled out of order on both occa- 
sions: listened to the other side, and 
to-day find themselves further back than 
in 1927. 

It has been suggested that “ the hand 
of the Hockey Association was forced by 
the Irish Union,” but the value of such 
comment can best be assessed by listing 
the Scottish and Irish delegates—J. A. 
Hamilton and J. G. Mackenzie Booth, 
and A. G. Burney (Ulster) and J. W. FE. 
Crawfurd (Leinster). 

Reduced to a single summary, the pro 
posals put forward amount not to a 
demand for equality in power, so much as 
to a demand for equality in discussion, 
and, given that, the dissenting countries 
would be fully satisfied. Without some 
such equality international relations must 
become very difficult, if not impossible; 
another way of putting the fact that our 
international matches are bound to suffer.

The terms arrived at mean an increase 
of retail price, béing 6d. during the six 
months’ summer period and 7d. during 
the six months winter period. 

It appears that the distributors will 
receive an extra one penny per quart 
for two months in the year by continuing 
the winter price for eight months instead 
of six months. The present prices to 
farmers are—Is. 44d. per gallon from 
October to March, inclusive, and ls. from 
Aprii to September, inclusive.

MURDER “PLOT.”

The small town of Neudamm, in the 
Mark of Brandenburg, where citizens are 
accustomed to peaceful and uneventful 
lives, has just experienced an exciting 
time which will give. them something to 


| talk about for many a day. 


A youthful judge. was recently sent to 
the town by his superiors. to investigate 
the death ot a young man whose body was 
found in a lake after a quarrel. with guests 
at his brother’s wedding. 

The judge decided that a great. murder 
conspiracy’ was at the bottom oí the 
affair, and arrested eight relatives of the 
dead man, including the -latter’s fianeée 
ond numerous other persons, among them 
being the warder of the town prison and 
his own female typist, accusing. them of 
having ‘‘doped’’ the dead man ‘and 
then thrown him into the lake. 

The Burgomaster of Neudamm, feeling 
the judge’s methods would lead to the 
entire population of the town being cast 
into prison, decided to save his fellow- 
citizens by complaining to the judge's 
superiors. It is lucky that he-did so, for 
the ardent criminal investigator ordered 
the arrest of the Burgomaster of the town 
and the Chief of the Police of Neudamm 
on suspicion of being implicated in the 
conspiracy, but the town policeman refused 
te execute this order, and the judge’s 
superiors in the neigbhouring town took 
action by granting him prolonged leave 
of absence to recuperate his health. 

All the accused persons have been 
released, it having been proved that the 
dead man committed suicide. Neudamm 
citizens again move freely, and rejoice that 
the “ days of terror ” which visited their 
town for a few days are over.

THE SOCIALIST ATTITUDE. 


The Times, in a leading article on the 
results’ of the Government’s house huilding 
plans, says:—The satisfaction with which 
such achievements may legitimately be 
regarded: is. unfortunately, not shared by 
certain prominent Socialist politicians. In 
spite of the complete refutation of all their 
gloomy prophecies as to the results of the 
Government’s policy, they persist in main- 
taining a petty and partisan attitude towards 
what is, aíter all, not a political question, but 
a social service. If they recognise that much 
has been done. they will find a readier dis- 
position on all sides to agree that much 
remains to he done, and there will be some 
chance of the remaining and most difficult 
stage of the problem being approached, as it 
ought to be, in a non-party spirit. | 

It is generally admitted that no compre- 
hensive attack has vet been launched upon 
the slums. No doubt, the provision of new 
houses has constituted in some degree a 
flanking movement. but the necessity for a 
direct assault remains. It is significant, for 
example, that the Bishop of Southwark could 
“#ssert without contradiction in the House of 
Lords in June last that hetween 600 and 800 
new houses on the Becontree estate remained 
unoccupied, because thev were both 
geographically and financially hevond. the 
reach of the poor. ‘The implication is that 
the poorer classes of wage-earners must, in 


-the main, be housed, and honsed cheaply. on 


the sites where they are at present living.

The Dromara factory was built some 
years ago by the Fibre Corporation, Ltd., 
and consists of eight brick buildings, with 
a floor space of 85,000 feet.

TRADE. 


BRINGING IN OVER 
£3,000,000. 


IRISH EGGS NOW: THE 
BEST ON THE MARKET.

In the year 1927 nearly 108,000,000 
more egus were exported from the [vee 
State than in the previous year, and the 
prices showed an all-round increase of 
about 10 per cent. over those obtained 
in 1926. 

The following table shows the quantities 
of eggs exported in 1924 and every year 
since the passing of the Agricultural 
Produce (Eggs) Act, 1924 :—

These figures reflect the change that 


has been wrought in the egg export trade 
by the operation of the Act of 1924. 
Further proof of the revolution that has 
been effected is forthcoming from the 
fact that this summer, almost for the first 
time in history. Irish ezgs held the fore- 
most place in price and demand on the 
English markets. 

A few years ago Irish eggs had almost 
gone off the English market because of 
the careless and indifferent manner in 
which they were neeked and the uncer- 
tainty of their condition. That day is 
gone. Now, thanks to the operation of 
the Eggs: Act, it is virtually impossible for 
badly-packed, stale or dirty eggs to be 
exported, 


DENMARK’S ADMIRATION. 

Denmark was the guide to which Irish 
exporters were constantly advised to look 
with a view to copying the Danish 
methods. It is an extraordinary sign of 
the times to find that the Danish Govern- 
ment, impressed by the change in Trish 
exports, thought it worth while to send 
representatives to the Free State during 
the recent summer to study at close 
quarters the methods which had brought 
about such a revolution. Japanese repre- 
sentatives also came to the country to 
study the working of the Act. : 

The sale of eggs constitutes the most 
valuable branch of the poultry industry. 
Exports: in shell from the Free State in 
1927 amounted to 4,946,232 gt. ‘hds., 
valued at £2£3,039,226. Exports are 
estimated to amount to. about two-thirds 
of the total production. In this countrv 
eggs are marketed through a number of 
agencies. In some instances the eggs 
reach the shipper direct from the pro- 
ducer, in others through a middleman, 
while in many cases they pass through a 
number of agencies, ineluding local shop- 
keepers, before they reach the exporter. 
The multiplicity of hands through which 
the eggs have to pass, owing to trading 
conditions, presented one of the most 
formidable of the difficulties encountered 
by the Department of Agriculture in its 
efforts to secure that Irish eggs would be 
marketed in a fresh and clean condition. 
A good deal of preliminary instruction 
and supervision, extending over many 
years, was carried out to encourage 
proper methods of marketing eggs. This 
work did not have the full effect desired. 


and the Government, supported by a 
recommendation of a Commission ' ap- 
pointed to inquire into agricultural 


matters generally, decided to introduce 
een making it unlawful to sell bad 
or dirty eggs and _  enforcin rope 
methods of marketing, 7 eceatgs 


CONTROL OF EXPORTS. 


It -was determined that the most 
practical way of attacking the problem 
was by concentrating remedial measures 
on the export trade, applying them, so to 
speak, at the neck of the bottle, leaving 
the home trade alone for the moment ir 
the anticipation that it could not remain 
unaffected by any general upgrading of 
the larger branch of the industry. Under 
the Act it is provided that eggs cannot be 
exported by anyone save the proprietors 
of premises registered for the purpose by 
the Department of Agriculture, and the 
eggs must be exported direct from those 
premises. It is a penal offence for any 
other person to attempt to export eggs, 
and it is a similar offence for any trans- 
port or carrying company, whether rail- 
way, shipping, or other agency, to accept 
eggs for export except from the proprietors 
of registered stores. 

Every railway and shipping company in 
the country is provided with a list of 
registered shippers for their guidance in 
carrying out this part of the law on the 
subject. In order to obtain registration 
the shipper must comply with certain well- 
defined conditions laid down by the Act 
and the regulations made thereunder. All 
eggs must be tested for quality not more 
than forty-eight hours previous to despatch 
from the premises. After being tested 
the eggs must be graded into one of the 
classes prescribed—that is to say, into 
extra selected, meaning the first quality 
eggs, weighing en an average not less than 
15lb. to the 120; selected, eggs of the 
same quality, weighing not less than 15 1b 
to the 120, with no eggs weighing less 
than 141b. to the 120; medium, eggs ol 
the same quality, between 12 and 14 Ib. 
to the 120; and trade, eggs fit for con- 
sumption, but not of first quality of all 
the foregoing weights, with fresh eggs 
weighing less than 13 1b., but not less 
than 122 1b. to the 120. 


MARKING THE DATE. 


All eggs for export must be packed in 


standard egg cases, which are non-return- . 


able, and are of three types, 4s specified 
in. the regulations. The dating of the 
cases was a point which commended itselt 
to the Danish visitors, whe have them 
selves adopted it, and have tried to go one 
better by dating the egys themselves. The 
use of nomreturnable cases is an innova- 
tion much appreciated by the English 
trader, who, when he puychases the eggs. 
is done with the transaction, and has not 
to worry about.sending back the case. 

In spring-time, when the volume of egg 
production reaches its highest level it is 
the usual practice to withdraw portion of 
the surplus for preserving. either by 
nickline er cold storing, in order te meet 
demand in the winter months. when the 
supply of mew laid eggs is af its lowest 
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with it. Premises had to be altered, ex- 
tended or built in the new. Equipment 
had to be previded, and a staff had to be 
trained to test and grade eggs with reason- 
able accuracy. To meet the last of these 
requirements the Department ‘established, | 
in convenient. centres, classes of instruc. 
tion covering the whole working of an 
average @gg store, and kept these classes 
running continuously for several months. | posta 
This was followed by the appointment “of fq 
fully qualified inspectors, each of whom 
has supervision over a certain number of 
registered premises, which he visits 
regularly, i Wee the manner in which 
ing done, and imparting 
additional instruction where it appears to 


the work is 
be needed 


In addition, the Department tests the 
manner in Which the work is being carried |' 
out by intercepting consignments of eggs 
in transit, either at the ports or other 
convenient points, and opening and 
examining them. The Department is 
given powers under the Act to gpter all 
premises where eggs are stored forale, in- 
cluding’ the premises and vehicles, ships, 
etc., of every class of carrier ; to open any 
packages of eggs found therein, and to call 
for the production of any bills of lading, 
invoices, or other documents relating 


thereto. This power is freely exercised. 
DREADED PENALTY. 


Where, upon opening a case of eggs, 
serious defects in testing and grading or 
packing are discovered, the law requires 
that the case be forfeited to the State, 
and the consignor: and consignee notified 
accordingly. The discredit attaching to 
the notification of the faults to the buyer 
is dreaded even more than the monetary 
loss invelved by the forfeiture of the case 
of eggs; and these combined penalties 
have. proved a valuable corrective in most 
of the cases which have come under notice 
in which carelessness of method appeared 
to be creeping in. Where they have failed 
to do so, the Department has relentlessly 
cancelled the registration of the premises, 
thus putting the offending proprietors out 
of business for considerable periods, with, 


as a rule, the most salutary results. 


The material benefit which the country 
" has derived from the Act, and the conse- 
quent improvement in the quality of the 
eggs produced, is manifested by the in- 
creased demand for Irish Free State eggs, 
and correspondingly increased exports and 
higher prices; but it is impossible to 
estimate tne other benefits which must 
follow to the country by development in 
ihe character of the people who must 
adopt such habits of cleanliness, accuracy 
and theroughness into their daily business 


methods. 


EFFECT ON ADVERSE BALANCE. 


The present poultry stock of the Free 
State is bringing in a return of £3,000,000 
from the export trade, over and above the 
value of eggs consumed in the home 
market. Without any great effort the. 
trade easily could be doubled—there is a 
vast field for development in the Southern 
tract of country—and the profits from this 
trade alone would go far to wipe out the 


adverse trade balance. 


It is a business which requires small 
capital investment; and,- unlike other 
undertakings, 1t shows 4 substantial profit 
from the start. Of the Eggs Act of 1924 it 
can besaidthat it has been the most {m- 
mediate success of all the schemes under- 


taken by the Government.

EXPERT'S PRAISE. 


Major C. C. Turner, the Daily Telegraph 
aviation correspondent, who accompanied 
the inventor in an autogiro flight from 
Hamble, near Southampton, to Croydon 
aerodrome on Monday, speaks very highly of 
the new invention. “‘ Let me say at once,” 
he writes, “that the autogiro feels, and is, 
safe, and it adds enjoyment to flying.” 

Before leaving Hamble (he continues) I saw 
in construction two new “autogiro”’ types, 
one with an Airdisco engine, for which a 
gear is being made to enable the 
mill’’ to be started without manual labour. 
the other a “ light autogiro " two-seater with 
a Cirrus engine. 

Since I saw the first autogiro at Farn- 
borough about three years ago, great progress 
has been made in starting. The ordinary 
tractor airscrew having been run up, a 
mechanic started the “ windmill ” spinning 
with one vigorous sliove. Senor de la Cierva 
then taxied the machine about the field for 
nearly a minute, the flow of air thus pro- 
duced increasing the “‘windmill’s’’ speed.
